Britain will get only 
25,000,000 pounds, compared with 
207,000,000 pounds this quarter, 
evidently because Britain's meat 
reserves are now sufficient to sus- 
tain her. The balance of lend-lease 
shipments —'300,000,000 pounds— 
will go to Russia! in accordance 
with a longstanding agreement.

New rust preventive and Ueliu- 


tnidifying processes have been de- 
veloped by the Navy, giving: prom- 
ise that a future emergency will 
not find our war and merchant 
fleets in the deplorable condition 
that they were when the present 
European war began. 


The new processes are said to 


Save both maintenance cost and 
labor, and to enable an idle vessel 
Lo be put in operation in a matter 
of days rather than months, as has 
been "th<» case. These processes 
will be made available to the mer- 
chant marine as well as the Navy. 


Deterioration 
cost us heavily 


between the two wars. According 
to Frank J. Taylor, president of 
the American Merchant Marine 
Institute, 
only 113 cargo ships 


were left in 1939 out of 1.000 laid 
tip after World War J. And of the 
113, only 25 were in operating 
condition. 


Shipping shortages and delay

But busi- 
ness alone could carry us if pro- 
vided an orderly program of re- 
conversion and peacetime produc- 
tions so as to keep the demand 
for autos, radios, etc., continuous

unemployment. 


It may be true a errcat many 


war workers have only an amount 
set aside equal to one or two 
months' salary, 
and 
therefore 


must get jobs within 30 to 60 days 
after losing their war positions, 
or go on relief. 
They may have 


been spending wildly, 
but 
this 


phase also could be handled by 
an orderly program pushing this 
type first into the millions of jobs 
now crying for a worker in civil- 
ian life—stores, filling stations, 
restaurants, etc. Releases from 
the Army should be Lied in with 
national economic necessities. 


All this planning Cor a 
well 


managed peace economy should 
be ready to put into effect when 
peace is declared, indeed should 
be in hand now. Instead the 
Army, Kavy. WPB. Byrnes, Con- 
gress (on taxes) are each moving 
in their respective 
realms 
for 


their own reasons, and manage- 
ment of the problem is haphazard, 
rather than centralized, powerful 
and national.

in the commissioned ranks are to 
be relaxed . It took three years 
and two long hearings lo prove 
that one notorious alien commun- 
ist wa^i, in fact, a communist. And 
until recently both the Army and 
Navy maintained files on individ- 
ual communists and denied them 
commissions on suspicion. 


Now communists may be com- 


missioned if they

perjure 


themselves 'by swearing the offi- 
cers' oath, although perjury is the 
easiest thing most communists do.

Decatur led almost the entire 


game and ended with a 62 to 54 
victory. It was the school's third 
state crown, a record number also 
held by Centralia and Rockford. 


Quincy's surprising Blue Devils 


won third place, 49 to 47 over 
Moline. 
In semi-finals. Cham- 


paign defeated Quincy, 50-32, and 
Decatur beat Moline. 62-46. 


Decatur's Reds figured in six of 


the seven new scoring marks es- 
tablished in the tournament. The 
old-time tight defensive play was 
conspicuously absent. 


The seventh record went to 


Champaign for counting the most 
points' by a loser in the title con- 
test. 


39 Wins in 41. Starts 


Decatur wound tip with a seas- 


,on standing of 39 wins in 4 starts 
and a record-smashing average of 
56.8 points per game. The Reds 
got 274 tallies in the state meet, 
an average of 68 for four games. 


Speedy Bob Doster and lanky 


George Riley headed the Decatur 
point-making. 


Opponents couldn't check the 


hard driving and one-hand shots 
of Doster, a clever dribbler who 
paced tournament scoring with 96

Omaha. Neb., March 19—(AP) 


—Cecil B. De Mille, Hollywood 
motion picture producer, said here 
certain union leaders "have fore- 
sakcn the high purpose for which 
the union was created and have 
gone into politics to control and 
bend the nation to their will." 


In a speech prepared for delivery 


at a St. Patrick's day dinner given 
by President William M. Jeffers of 
the 
Union 
Pacific railroad, De 


Mille defended his refusal .to pay a 
51 assessment levied by the Amer- 
ican Federation of Radio Artists 
(AFL) to fight a proposed closed 
shop 
amendment last year in 


California. He has been denied an 
injunction restraining the union 
from denying him access to th« 
air lo conduct his weekly radio 
show, but has appealed. 


"Uneiccted Government" 


Declaring "too many business 


men and laboring men alike have 
been Neros who fiddle while the 
liberty of their country burns," De 
Mille said, "there has been built 
up in this country an unelected 
government which is superseding- 
in power and authority the elected 
government. 


"And a dissenting voice raised 


against this unelected but all en- 
compassing- power is condemned to 
obliteration whereas, in reality, he 
Is only pleading- for constitutional 
government for all." 


Uryes Organization 


The producer said the country 


can stop "this abuse of power" if 
It "orgnizes for the right of the 
worker to be politically free." 


De Mille said he was not speak- 


ing "for or against a closed shop," 
but declared "» closed »hop con- 
stitutes a monopoly of labor—and 
where any monopoly .exists It 
should be controled and regulated 
for the welfare of the community.'*

Tariff Policy to 


Be Important to 
Nation After War 


Washington, March 19— (AP) — 


There'll foe a fight In congress 
over tariffs. 
That sounds like a 


dry subject. But since our tariff 
policy will be of immense impor- 
tance after the war, here's the 
story. 


A taiiff is a duty which the 


government places on goods im- 
ported into this countty. 
Other 


nations impose tariffs on goods 
we wish to sell them. 


Jn the early days of the repub- 


lic tariffs were a great source of 
revenue. But now their main pur- 
pose is to protect American prod- 
ucts, sold here at home, from cut- 
throat foreign competition. 


Example: Country AAA, vyith 


workers paid far Jess than Amer- 
ican workers, can ship goods here 
to sell at a lower price than the 
same kind of goods turned out by 
higher-paid American workers. 


But an 
American tariff on 


AAA's goods means they must be 
sold here at a price closer to the 
American price for the same kind 
of goods. 


Republicans traditionaUy since 


Civil War days have favored high 
tariffs to protect American in- 
dustiy and farmers. In 1930 Re- 
publicans passed the Smoot-Haw- 
ley tariff law imposing the high- 
est tariffs in our histoiy. 


The American historians, Alan 


Kevins and Henry Steele Com- 
mager, contend that the Smoot- 
Hawley act shut Americans off 
from other nation's products and 
that the European nations, in re- 
taliation, erected tariff walls of 
their own to shut out American 
goods. 


Jn 1934., under the leadership of 


the then Secretary of State Cor- 
dell Hull, congress permitted re- 
ciprocal trade agreements. 
This 


meant: 


Deals Are 1'ermitted 


We could make a deal with oth- 


er nations. We'd say: "You lower 
your tariffs on this product of 
ours and we'll lower our tariff on 
that product of yours." 


This is what the 1934 law did: 
It authorized the president to 


reduce 
tariffs— in 
those 
cases 


where there was a reciprocal 
agreement — by as much as 50 pel- 
cent of what they were in 1934.. 


The law was renewed in 1937, 


again in 1910, and again in 1943. 
If it is not renewed again by June 
12. Uie law will lapse and the 
president will not be able to make 
these reciprocal 
agreements. 


But a bill has just been placed 


in congress to renew the authority 
for three years more. This bill is 
backed by the state department. 
But it asks for more than just a 
renewal.
